consist of five sections (effectives, material assistance, training, 
social supervision, secretariat and adjutant general's section) and should 
be headed by a chief of the military directorate who should be assisted 
in his work by a council of the military directorate. It is well under- 
stood that all that was intended to camouflage activities of a different 
nature, on which Z. (RADESCU) would establish a monopoly. I repeat that 
the whole matter has been filed for the time being. P.P. (General Puiu 
PETRESCU) was informed by V.V, (Vivi VISOIANU) of this situation and was 
given notice that any activity of his which would not be based on a ‘ 

decision of the Committee would be considered as an imposture."
